The subject of abolition has assumed a rha- ’ 
ruder so lonnid.ihlo m Its appearance, and so 
destructive in its tendencies, ns to call fur a 
briel exposition of our views 

The existing relation of master and slave 
between the two races inhabiting the South¬ 
ern portions of the Union, existed when the 
Constitution was lonncd, and is recognized in 
the apportionment of mc-mhors in the House 
of Representatives, ns well as in the imposition 
ol direct luxes, and the clause guaranteeing 
the delivery up of persons held lo scrviceor la¬ 
bor in one Stnte nud escaping into another. 

Il is manifest that the power over thissuh- 
jject is ono of those not delegated to the Gencr 
1 u! Government, and, of course, is one of the 
reserved powers: as such, it is under the entire 
control ol the respective Stales, within whose 
limits the institution may exist, Hnd within 
which neither this Government, nor that ol 
the oilier States, nor their citizens, have any 
more right to interfere, directly or indirectly, 
than with (he existence ol slavery in Cuba, 
or nny other foreign country. 

From (his it lollows that any such interfer¬ 
ence on llio part ol this Government, would be 
without authority, and n rinmilest broach ol 
the Constitution. It would, in truth, he more 
than a simple breach of that instrument; il 
would be destructiie ol the primary object 
lor which the Government wus instituted, 
which was lo preserve and protect more effee 
tually the domestic peace and tranquillity ol 
Ilia Slates, and their citizens. 

Il also lollows, ilia! such inlcrlorenco on the 
partol other States, or the citizens, would lie 
in violations of the national compact, which 
they mutually pledged themselves lo each o» 
ther lo preserve inviolate on entering into the 
Union. 

Il also follows, (lint (ho Slates, separately 
and individually, where slavery exists, are 
alone responsible lor it, cither for good or evil; 
and the impression that any oilier Stale or its 
citizens are responsible, in any way, lor its 
existence, originates in the gross and mischiev¬ 
ous Federal conception, that ours is a great 
national consolidated Government, where the 
w hole is responsible for the parts, just ns the 
Slates are lor counlies, instead ol a Federal 
Republic, composed of sovereign and inde¬ 
pendent Stales, united together, lor their mu¬ 
tual ndvunlnge, tranquility, and security. 

Such, and so formidable arc the barriers a- 
gninst nn interference with this dangerous 
subject, within the limits of the States. Nor 
w ill those against an inlerlerence by the Gen¬ 
eral Government, in any manner in this Dis¬ 
trict, be lound less formidable, when duly con¬ 
sidered. 

We hold in the first place, llial, lo attempt 
to abolish slavery in (Ids District, us an inter¬ 
mediate step to abolishing m the Stales (hem¬ 
s' lees, by ibis Government, or the non-slave- 
holding Slates, or their citizens, would be ns 
clearly and manifestly liable to all the objec¬ 
tions in llieir lull force, to wInch a direct at¬ 
tempt to abolish it in the Stales lliemsclics 
would be. 11 is the motive and object inten¬ 
ded, end not the means that determine the clia 
racier ol the act. There is no code ol morals 
which justifies tlio doing ol that indirectly 
whicli is forbidden to be done directly, if it 
be unlawful lo burn our neighbor’s house il 
would be equally unlawful lo lire another, or 
even our ow n, w ith the intention of burning 
Ins.

Resting on these broad and incontrovertible 
principles, we bold it lo be clear, beyond dis¬ 
pute, that Congress lias no right to abolish 
slavery in this District, with a view of abol 
idling it in the Stales, oj lo exercise nny ol its 
pow ers with that intention. Nor do we deem 
it material, in coming to this conclusion lo in¬ 
quire what is llie extent of its power over this 
District; be they what they nmy, they are all 
conferred for special purposes, to be exercised, 
Uc all such powers, In suliordinalion to the 
known objects to which they were granted; (or 
to pervert them to nny other purpose inconsis¬ 
tent with tho object ol the grant, would be a 
violation of the Constitution, not the less dan¬ 
gerous because not expressly forbidden. 

Thus regarding the powers of llie Govern¬ 
ment, it is sufficient to sustain the conclusion 
at which we have arrived—that the govern, 
ment lias no right to abolish or lo inlclere 
with Slavery in the Stales or to use its pow¬ 
ers to give a preference lo the peculiar insti¬ 
tutions of one portion of the Union over those 
ol another, this admitted, and the conclusion 
lollows as n matter of course. Il is on this 
broad and deep Inundation that we bottom the 
courso which we tliilik ought to lie pursued 
by the Government on tins agitating anil dan¬ 
gerous question.

At 12 o’clock, the military were stationed 
its a guard around the prison,und at hall pnst 
1 o’clock, the guilty young man, accompani¬ 
ed by (wo Catholic prieits, was hrnugli from 
hit cell lothe platform from whence he was, in 
lew moments, to be launched into eterni-

He was dressed in a while roundabout and 
pantnlooni, and whits kid pump*, and carried 
in hit hand a gilded crucifix Hu ap|*eared to 
be, and evidently tvns, in intense apprehension 
und agony. He came down trnni his room 
praying in an exceeding plaintive and l eiin.a- 
ning lone, and continued lo pray (in Latin 
and French) but ii.iuueiilary iniernms»ions, 
until llie lulal moment. 

When he stepped tt|>on the platform, he re¬ 
marked, in English, lhal he tnrgave every 
one, nnd lie ho|>edevcry one would lorgite him. 
He ulso asked one ol tlgj ilepulies, liow long 
it would be belore Ihe lime; und when told 
bill a low moments, lie asked whether nonce 
ol the instunt would be given him. The reply 
was in llie negative, and he immediately coni” 
tuenced pray ing intensely. 

'llie Priests were kneeling beside him, nnd 
although lie evinced great earnest in his devo¬ 
tions, when Ihe rope was pulled down, ha 
watched it* movement* minutely, until Ihe 
fatal coil wa» encircled around hi* nick. That 
chilling transaction, however, did not seem lo 
produce any material change in his conduct 
or lono ol voice: but bis manner appeared 
more earnest, and hit petition* more emphat¬ 
ic. 

In about a minute afterwaids Ihe cap wa* 
placed upon Ins head. At this, a shudder 
seemed to puts over his frame, and he kissed 
the crucifix, at ils different extremes, with 
great tervour—al no time, however, did he 
ctase his supplications. 

1 lie instant alter the cap was drawn over 
his face, the fatal weight fell, and be was 
swung up info llie air. Three nr lour aucces- 
si*e spasms immediately followed; but before 
the expiration ol lour minutes,-he gave no 
signs ol life nr motion. The murdered L) man 
and (lie broken laws, were avenged, and the 
spirit nl the guilly nnd unlnriunale youth, waa 
ushered inhilhe presence ol God w ho gave it. 

After hanging 30 minutes, tho body woe 
cut down, consigned to n coffin, und conveyed 
to thu dwelling of his afflicted parents. 

On the night previous to his execution, Ihe 
unfortunate hoy confessed to his mother, lor 
the first time, thu! lie was guilty ol the crime, 
and that Ins sentence was just. 

Thus terminates the lileul a youth wlm, had 
he curbed Ins passions, and followed the sub¬ 
lime moral precept* ol the word ol God; might 
have lived an ornument lo *n<-iely,Hnd a hap¬ 
piness lo himself, and lo (hose who loved him 
lothe last.

DEATH OF PETER W. GRAYSON, 
ESQ. OF TEXAS. 

The New York Evening Star of Monday 
last contains some details ol the late suicide ol 
Mr. Grayson, which have been "furnished it 
liy John G.Tixl, esq ol Texas, his friend 
und associate in the commission ap|ioiuted l>\ 
the Texan Government to purchase vessels of 
war In this country. Mr. Tod lell Texas two 
w eeks tiler Col Grayson, and arrived ai Lex¬ 
ington July 14th. and two days alter that re¬ 
ceived Ihe unoX|»ecled and distressing intelli¬ 
gence of the death of Ins friend, whiih took 
place at Bean’s station, a town in the Cumlier- 
land mountains of Tennessee. Col. Grayson 
was a native of Kentucky, and after filling 
distinguished civil employ men Is in his own 
Stale, removed lo Texas in 1830, where all 
who recur to the h *lary ol this new Republic, 
lor Ihe Iasi lew years, will recollect that lie 
ha* occupied |iofls ol high distinction and great 
res|Kmiibility, which it isunnci-ssary to enu¬ 
merate. He was of a warm anil enthusiastic 
temperament, strong in his friendships, chival¬ 
rously honorable in his private character, h 
most accomplished inemlier oil he bar, and in 
his msnnrrsa finished gentleman.” Some fabu¬ 
lous charge* were published hv Ins enemies u- 
gamst him, in one of the Texas pa|iers, during
